THE BIGHT TALK. 


It is Reported from Washington that 


when Agnirialdo's poaco envoys passed 
the American linos 011 their return 
they were given this sound advice: 


"When you desire to re-enter the 


American lines, come prepared for an 
unconditional 
surrender; otherwise 


yon will not be admitted." 


This is the opinion of those who 


have the fighting to do expressed by 
General Otis and concurred in by tho 
civilian members of the Philippine 
commission. 
Two delegations have 


boon admitted within tho lines who 
claimed they came to sue for peace. 
The first one stopped short at a re- 
quest for an armistice,, which was 
promptly refused 
by Uenc-ral Otis, 


These envoys were well treuioil. 
They 


were permitted to visit 1.lends iu 
Manila 
and otherwise wtru given 


extraordinary liberties ami then were 
escorted 
back in to the insurgent j 


lines. A few 
days 
later 
a more 


formidable and 
numerous body of 


peace commissioners came in to the 
American lines and were escorted to 
Manila. These also had something to 
say about an armistice, but as the 
former woro told that it was useless 
to make nuy such request. That tho 
American commander 
would 
only 


listen to propositions for unconditional 
surrender and they were turned over 
to Prof. Schurman and his colleagues 
of tho Philippine commission. These 
envoys wore also allowed groat liberties 
and were indulge in great talks which 
greatly encouraged the American com- 
missioners, but did not interest Gen- 
eral Otis, who does not seem to^have 
any faith in any but a thoroughly 
threshed Filipino and don't believe in 
showing enemies tho liberties accorded 
these men, giving them cpportuuities 
for spying and perhaps inaugurating 
trouble in Manila. Nothing came of 
their visit unless perhaps a better 
understanding may have been arrived 
at. 
There can now bo no excuse for 


any misunderstanding tho attitude of 
tho United States toward tho Filipino. 


That attitude will not be changed 


unless Aguinakio defeats tho American 
troops, which he of course cannot do, 
hence there is no further occasion for 
any more pow wows and they are told 
they have made their last visit to 
Manila unless they come prepared for 
unconditional surrender. 
The Ameri- 


can people will be glad to know that 
there is to bo no further trilling with 
the autocrat Aguinaldo ami it will 
not bo long, unless he comes to time 
speedily, until there will be a public 
demand that he and his follow despots 
be declared outlaws and treated ac- 
cordingly if caught. 


Tho chances are that;Aguinaldo will 


now understand that further opposi- 
tion is dangerous and will in tho near 
future cause the surrender of his mob 
called an 
army 
and 
yield 
loyal 


obedience to the sovereignty of the 
United States. 
When ho does so there 


will bo ushered in tho graudest day 
tho people of tho Philippines ever 
saw. 
They will then secure those 


liberties which will givo them an 
opportunity for development in every 
way. 
In the meantime the cotmtrv 


will be sutisiicu wilh the Crm course 
of General Otis, who so fur has fully 
satisfied tho people.

NO PROTECTION NEEDED. 


Sea Finli Will Proimsatv Rapidly In 


Spite of Constant 


Traveling. 


While Xew Yorkers hare organized a 


;ltib to prevent the destruction of sea- 
Tishing in the vicinity of the metropo- 
lis, it may be timely to call attention to 
the result of a gigantic experiment on 
the resources of the sea which the 
Scotch authorities have been conduct- 
ing for nearly 15 years. 
It had been 


illeged by commercial interests that 
the netting; of sea fishes by trawling, in 
the ICorth sea and up and down the 
Scotch coast, was destroying all the 
;pavm on the bottom, killing immature 
ish, and ruining the sea fisheries. A 
commission built gigantic inclosurea 
ivithin which sea fishing was forbidden 
'or several years, and the whole of the 
Scotch waters within the three-mile 
limit was closed by law against the 
'.rawlers of J889. The fisheries board 
from year to year examined the waters 
to discover if the fish had become more 
ibundant, and after a series of experi- 
neiits, spreading orer a number ol 
rears, they find that there are no more 
Dr less fish on the preserved 
ground 


than when the trawls were 
daily 


Iraggcd across the bottoms of the bay. 
They have proved that the balance ol 
nature in the neighboring sea is stead- 
ily maintained, and that there is need 
ior no anxiety concerning the continu- 
mce of every species of good fish; thai 
life in the sea is not dependent on what 
takes place near the shore, and that it 
•s difficult to destroy sea fish by infs- 
:hiel done near the coast, as the pelagic 
eggs are shed in deep water and floatin 
untold millions out to sea,—Leslie's 
Weekly.

HOMEMADE MIROIR VELVET. 


Old MnterinlN nnd Glnrlne 


May He Qnlcklr and En 


Transformed. 


"iliroir velvet is as popular as ever," 


remarked a fashionable milliner, who 
Is as noted lor her amiability as for tin- 
style of her hats and bonnets. "And it 
Is not always easy to get a good assort- 
ment of colors, even in large shops. 
It is as well, then, for one to know how 
to make it herself. 


"The velvet is laid on a smooth press- 


ing board, which is not too thickly 
padded. A large hot iron should b" 
passed quickly over it. The iron mi!«i 
be slid rather than pressed, but using 
full weight all the time. Never remmo 
the iron until it has passed from edge 
to edge of the velvet, and always start 
at the edge, even if it causes you to go 
over the same part twice; and always 
press tho right way of the velvet. Ev- 
ery woman understands the 'up' anil 
'down1 of cloth and velvet, and yon 
must press 'down' the direction of th6 
pile, and always fnllow the. straight 
thread of the velvet. When pressing a 
bias piece the iron must always go 
slanting edge to edge, whereas if it is 
straight you press in a straight line. 


"In the factories where miroir velvet 


is made they use large rollers the width 
of the 
velvet, whieh prevents iron 


marks. When doing it at home you have 
the disadvantage of the small iron to 
guard against, but by practicing on 
scraps you will soon become expert, anil 
find it is a great addition to your possi- 
bilities of using 
old materials and 


shades that are too glaring. 
Take a 


sample of velvet that is apparently not 
a match or seems too harsh in color; it 
will be completely transformed by 
miroiring. It will change a faded color, 
and it gives a beautiful white bloom to 
even the cheapest quality."—Philadel- 
phia Inquirer. 


Strmvlierry Sponge Cftkc. 


Bake a nice sponge cake in duplicate, 


long baking pans. During this time 
make a soft frosting by boiling one 
3Up of granulated sugar and one-half 
cup of milk until it will rlrop from the 
spoon in strings. Pour it into a bowl, 
add one teaspoonful of flour and beat 
until thick enough to spread. Kemove 
the cake from the tin, spread the frost- 
ing over, and cover well with straw- 
berries; cut in halves, then dust with 
sugar and place the other cake over. 
Arrange whole, even-sized strawber- 
ries neatly on top, sift powdered sugar 
thickly over the top and serve with 
plain or whipped cream.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

The number of persons who have en- 


tered into the holy bonds of matrimonj 
while undergoing sentences in prisons 
is not so small as one might be inclined 
to think. We question \vhcthersucha 
tiling is possible under the British laws, 
and we have searched in vain for any 
record of such a ease in the United 
Kingdom; but in France, Germany and 
liussia such marriages are not-extreme- 
\y uncommon; indeed, two or three 
have oecurred within the last few 
months.

A 
man of good position having been ar- 
rested upon a rather serious charge 
within a few days of his approaching 
marriage, and as his trial was likely tc 
be a protracted one and his remands 
many, he and his fiancee petitioned the 
authorities to allow them to be married 
in prison. Permission was granted, and 
the lovers met in one of the prison of- 
fices. There were no bridesmaids, no 
best man; the bride was alone, the 
bridegroom only attended by warders! 


When the ceremony was over, the 


husband and vtife were allowed to em- 
brace each other, and then they parted, 
the man being led back to his cell and 
the unhappy bride being carried home 
to her relative-sin a fainting condition. 
The one gleam of brightness the bride 
had to lighten her marriage day was 
the knowledge that her husband might 
be restored to her in time, since his 
trial might result in his acquittal. 


Rome time ago a Prenoh prisoner, un- 


der sentence of death, obtained permis- 
sion to marry his Caueec in prison to 
facilitate the disposal of his small 
property; and it is probable that no 
marriage vtas ever conducted in such 
distressing circumstances as in this 
case.

treme sentence, one can but pity that 
"-retched man whose fate carried him 
quickly through two such events. 


In many of the French penal settle- 


ments, mala prisoners in- allowed tc 
marry female prisoner?, and live to- 
gether dunng the terms of their sen- 
ti-uccs. This is a system which is verv 
si-vereiy uiticiscd by experts on tin 
subject of the punishment of criminals, 
but the prisoners themselves furor the 
system, and marriages between two 
criminals in French settlements are ol 
almost weekly occurrence. The system 
led to a very remarkable affair a'short 
time ago. 


A young man, who was engaged tr, 


be married, was arrested and heavily 
sentenced to penal servitude, for a very 
serious crime. Ills sweetheart, who 
was passionately attached to him, was 
grief-stricken at liming to surrender 
her lover to such a long and terrible- 
fate, and she heroically or foolishlv— 
which 3-011 will—petitioned tho authori- 
ties to allow her to be married to the 
man and sharehissentence. Herprayer 
was refused, and. driven 1o madness"by 
the refusal, she committed a crime of 
such a serious nature :M she deemed 
certain to carry her to the prison where 
her lover was then lodged. 


At her trial she stated that her onh 


reason for the crime was the hope of 
reaching her lover; and she implored 
those who would decide where she 
should undergo her sentence to send her 
where she could marry her lover and 
share the horrors of his sentence. 
Probably out of pity for the woman, 
her strange request was granted, and 
shortly after reaching the prison she 
married the man of her choice—Tid- 
Bits.

Use all 
kinds of fresh, ripe fruits to purify the 
blood and tone up the system. Black- 
berries and raspberries are tonic. Ba- 
nanas are an excellent food for those 
suffering from digestive irregularities. 


Cranberries are used externally as 


well as internally for erysipelas, and 
figs—a most valuable remedy for those 
suffering with cancer—are used in the 
same way. 


Garlic, olives, onions, peanuts and 


tomatoes promote 
digestion. 
The 


beaten yolk of an egg, with 
milk 


enough added to make, it palatable, will 
be beneficial in cases of jaundice. Take 
morning and night. Also the beaten 
yolk with sugar is good to clear and 
strengthen the voice, and the beaten 
whites with lemon juice and sugar will 
relieve hoarseness. 


Elderberries are said to be a specific 


for dropsy. Spinach and onions will 
relieve those suffering- with grave). 
Carrots arc good for asthmatic trou- 
bles. 
Turnips, onions and salt for 


scurvy. Those who arc troubled with 
diabetes should use, foods devoid of 
sugar and starch. Peanuts are espe- 
cially recommended for corpulent dia- 
betes. 


A chapter might be written on lem- 


ons, the free use oC which often saves 
a good big doctor's bill. They are a 
sovereign remedy for cold, if taken in 
time. When a severe cold is felt com- 
ing on the. patient should take a hot 
lemonade, made by squeezing and cut- 
ting one lemon into a half pint of boil- 
iag water. Add a very little sugar, to 
make it palatable, drink and go to bed, 
covering up warmly to induce a gentle 
perspiration.

From 
the standpoints of literatnrr, history 
and patriotism it has never been sur- 
mised by any addre=s delivered iu the 
city. His subject, was "Lest \Ve For- 
get'' and iu it the keynote of warning 
against the growing tendency to seuti- 
:nentaliam regarding the true course 
.md nature of the civil war 
was 


sounded. 
Tho church was crowded. 


Every available seat was pressed into 
service and men occupied tbe little

He said 
that he lioliovcd this to bo tho most 
significant Memorial day ever cele- 
brated by the soldiers ot tho civil war 
because of the great problems that 
now confront the nation. 
He bogau 


with tho scene of calvary aud tracer! 
the same spirit that brought about 
Christ's 
death on rho cross down 


through the ages, showing its effect 
in tho emancipation and liberty of 
men. lie said that flowers onongh 
could not bu grown to decorate Che 
graves of tlio falleu heroes in a lilting 
manner, so gruat wore their services 
to their country. He spoke of thu 
example their deeds are to tho present 
gem1 ration and said that although per- 
sonally ho win not touched by the con- 
flict, 
ho 
hud 
felt 
the 
struggle 


with them and rejoiced in tho victory 
that was theirs. 


In a like mauuer ho trjiccd tho re- 


flectiou of the great docds of patriots 
like 
Savonarola and 
Cromwell on 


down to Washington and tho patriots 
Hud soldiers of the sixties. 
He said in 


this connection that ho believed it 
time to sound the warning "Loat We 
Forget." 
That there was a scnti- 


moutiilism now prevalent that pre- 
vented people from speaking of the 
war as it was. 
That in tho new 


friendship that had sprung up bo- 
twueu the north and the south then; 
was a feur of calling it a rebellion as 
it really was and instead it was spoken 
of us the war of the stutes. 
But it 


WHS a rebellion and even courtesy 
should not prevent us from speaking 
the truth. Not iu malice, but bucause 
history should be written straight, 
lie spoke of the heroism that was din. 
played in the conflict with Spain and 
.said that the Anlgo-Saxou race stood 
for liberty iu thought and in deed. 
He gave President McKinliiy a mag- 
nificent tribute and asked for u rising 
vuti! in expression of sympathy with 
the president aud his policy. 
Tlio re- 


sponse was gciiH'ial,nearly every mem- 
ber of the congregation standing. 
He 


said ho did not undorstaud how any- 
one could bo other thuii iu sympathy 
with the progress of tho events of the 
wur. He spoko from the standpoint of 
optimism aud said ho had no doubt 
of the ability of the United States to 
carry out tho policy of the president. 
All 
doubts that might 
ever have 


existed iu the mind of anyone regard- 
ing the ability of the nation to do 
this were dispelled by two words: 
"Uewoy" aud the "Oregon." 
He 


said he had read all the arguments in 
opposition to 
President Mcliinley's 


policy regarding the Philippines, but 
had yet to see one word of it refuted. 
It remains unanswered and always 
will lie spoke of the rejoicing in a 
united nation and said that 
there 


should be uone more rejoiced than tho 
people of the north. It would serve 
to make us no less likely to deal with 
the race question. 
Ho condemned the 


spirit that would smother a sentiment 
against lynchings in the south for fear 
of oQendiug the new relation between 
the south and the north, and praised 
Booker T. Washington for hi3 fearless 
utterances iu Chicago at the peace 
jabilee regarding the injustice of the 
lynchings. He said ha baliered the
